gion at the conclusion of a three-day 
conference here with officials of tho 
war risk ln»uranee bureau. The reso- 
lutions also warned congress of the 
Imperative necessity of providing re- 
lief for men who hava met with Injus- 
tice through the Inadequacy of laws 
under which the present Insurance and 
compensation regulation* AT« adminis- 
tered. 


Throughout the afternoon session of 


the conference an evident spirit of con- 
cern 
was 
evinced 
that 
the nation 


should not undergo again the burden 
of pension payments. The'pension sys- 
tem was characterized as unnecessary 
and unjust and as aiding a burden on 
the coming generations which the tax- 
payers of these years should shoulder. 


Brig. Gen. Lord, director of finance of 


the war department; V. W. Lambkin, 
chief of the rehabilitation division of 
the federal board for vocational edu- 
cation, and Surgeon Lavlnder, repre- 
senting the public health service, were 
questioned closely in regard to the ac- 
tivities of their departments. 


Specific cases were employed in rap- 


id succession by the legion delegates In 
developing complaints and in Illustra- 
tion of changes In administrative prac- 
tices requested by the ex-Bcrvlc« men. 


No Specltt CompUIaf, Bui— 


Franklin I^Olicr, grand commander, 


assured the government officials at the 
close of the Inquiry that the legion had 
no specific complaint against them, but 
that this must not be interpreted that 
the legion did not rccogulzo failure on 
the part of. the war risk bureau, the 
public health service and ,the vocation- 
al education board "to function satis- 
factorily." 


At the conclusion of the discussion, 


the delegates summed up their views 
of needs of thc ex-service men, as dem- 
onstrated by their study of the situa- 
tion here, as follows:

Consequently the growers of 
pear, plum and cherry seedllnKs went 
out of business, only a few apple seed 
ling growers keeping at It In the west, 
notably Kansas. Since the summer of 
1318 
French grown seedlings have-ad- 


vanced 10 times tho price at which they 
were bought before tho war. 


'Cherry seedlings that for to years 


back sold around 54.50 per 1000 are now 
145 per 1000, with cost of boxing, trans- 
portation and duty to be added. All 
other kinds of seedlings In France have 
gone up In price In proportion. 
So 


the American nurseryman this spring 
must pay for the seedling he buys de- 
livered In this country about the same 
price that ho has been charging the 
orchardlst for 
two-year-old 
budded 


trees. It will be impossible to obtain 
American grown seedlings to take the 
place of the French product for the 
coming spring planting and likewise 
Impossible this year to get the seeds 
from northern France and Italy where 
they.are collected by the-peasants, so 
we cannot make a start here In Ameri- 
ca to have seedlings In any great quan 
tlty even for the iprlng of 1981.

AND NO MORE !

WASHINGTON, D. C.—"Under no cir- 


cumstances should congress appropri- 
ate more than four billions of dollars to 
run the government from Juno 30, 1020. 
to June 30, 1021," declared Congressman 
James W. Good, Iowa, chairman of the 
house appropriations committee. 


"First, we should quit enacting leg- 


islation for new appropriations, and 
second wo should 
use tho 
pruning 


knife to reduce the estimates by tho va- 
rious departments for governmental ex- 
penses next year." 


These estimates, Just (lied by the va 


rlous government departments, call for 
S4,S65.OO,031.62, and this does not In- 
clude J3SM60.000 more for various pur- 


posos that It seems necessary for the 
Government to spend that -year, to say 
nothing of what it will have to pay tho 
railroads when they arc turned back to 
tho owners. 


Leaving out the railroads, congress 


faces an appropriation of

"This must be cut down by 51,2)0.- 


470.031," s.ild Congressman Good. "It 
must bo clone in a business-like way. 
The hearings on tl'.o appropriations will 
require four or five months. We must 
first cut expenses where the cuts will 
do no harm, and then if that doesn't 
lower the estimates to within tour bil- 
lions, wo must cut where It will do the 
least harm.
